WllkMbarr«, Pa., June 7. — The 
■booting affray at the SUnon colliery, 
•t BOUth \ViIk<'sbarre. in which a 13- 
SWr-old boy was seriously wounded 
Br ooftl and iron polioemen, baa stir- 
red up thlt communltir more than any 
Other happening since the coal strike 
tfegan nearly four weeks ago. 
' Although the reglpa is ^ulet, there 
tk an ugly feeling among 'the thou- 
sauda of Idle men. The strikers have 
the utmost contempt for the deputies 
bhd coal and iron police, and trouble 
oan ba started at the least provoca- 
tion. The condition of tbe boy re- 
gains critical. 

The police were fortunate in getting 
the four men who are accused uf do- 
ing tbe shooting safeljr away from tbe 
colliery. A crowd of several thou- 
sand persons remained in the vicinity 
for hours after the shooting, not 
aware that the men had been quietly 
talten from tbe place. There was also 
a thronf at the police station at mid- 
night waiting; for tlio prisoners, but 
tba men were bustled into tbe station 
■e' qoiokly that tbe crowd did not get 
the men. 

Another coal and Iron policeman 
was arrested for coniins out of the 
Stanton colliery and flourishing a re- 
vrtvor in a tbreatening manner. 

The Bhcriff called on President Mit- 
chell for the purpose of enlisting the 
•id of the national strike leader in 
grorenting any further overt acts 
niwn tbe part of the idle men and 
boys. Mr. Mitchell assured tbe sheriff 
be would do all in his power to have 
tbe men keep the peace, and that the 
strlliing miners would be asked to 
belp guard property Woric from de- 
struction. The worst time for disturb- 
ances is at 0 p. m., when the men 
leave for their homes. The sheriff 
■•id be wotild swear In during the day 
Stf trusty men, who will be kept in 
readiness at his offlce in tbe court 
bouse for any emergency. 

■* Cold Their Revolvers. 

Hasleton, Pa.. June 7. SoriiP of the 
imported men who left tbe service of 
Lebigb Valley Coal company at York- 
town, are reported by the strikers to 
have disposed of their revolvers for 
very trivial sums in order to raise 
Boney to get back to Philadelphia. 
Tie Torktown local has requested the 
women and children of that ^lace not 
to congregate at the barracks, where 
the imported men and deputies are 
stationed, One of the Delaware, 
Achulykllf and tustjMiiaana imflroad 
crews, which has been hauling spe- 
cial ofBcers from one town to another, 
refused to do this work. District 
Fresideut Diifly and ^leriff .Gilbert of 
OMur eonifty wur haVo t eoatciitece 
at Yorktown i egarding the withdrawal 
of the deputies placed there by the di- 
rection of the sheriff. Neary 100 strik- 
ers stationed on the public road lean- 
ing to tbe drift on tbe colliery of 
Cox* Brothers ft Company stopped 
tbe nonunion firemen and pumpmen 
employed at that mine from going to 
work. Tbe company officials report 
tbat tbore wa4 ao dlsplsjr Of violence 
oa the part o f the strik ers. 

Fences Burned. 

Wilkesbarre. Pa. June 7.-- Sheriff 
Jacobs of this county had a particular- 
ly busy time. He was called upon by 
•everal of the companies to protect 
their property. Men were sent quickly 
to some localities where trouble was 
looked for, prepared to read the riot 
act. but this was not done. The coal 
operators hereabouts deplore tbe oc- 
curreilces of late, but they fOOl that 
the coal and iron police can not be 
hMd iespoaslble for what may Uke 
lilHiee. There have been many at- 
Vtm^ BiAde at arson. Hundreds of 
ytfdi of fencing surrounding collier- 
ies have been burned by boys and 
young men. The coal companies' offi- 
cials bold tbe mine workers responsi- 
ble for all tbe disturbances. 

. •malt •OMMtiens Closed. 

Scrantor, Pa., June 7.— Shutting 
down of the small screens and culm 
washeries erected at some of the re- 
fuse piles of long abandoned drifts 
■nd tunnels, is now engaging atten- 
tion from the ooal strikers of the 
Lackawanna valley. There are per- 
haps a score of these working, with 
Six to 10 men each, and their trade 
la chiefly to farmers aa^ ^e small 
l^duMriea.

OOLOB ED OHDR OHMEW 

Object ,to B^Bg Fenced Off at 8un> 
day Kohuol Meeting*. 
Denver, June 7. — Ropreeentatlvee of 
Denver colored churches have adopted 
resolutions declaring they will remain 
away from tbe International Sunday 
School convention, to be held in this 
city, and will notify colored delegates 
throughout the country not to attend, 
unless an order restricting them te a 
certain section of tbe eburcb Is with- 
drawn. The executive committee that 
made tlio restriction was. it Is charg- 
ed, iiitiiii lie. .| in their action by a few 
White delegates. The action was char- 
acterlked as bnfuht discrimination, 
and the sentiment exjiressed against 
the committee was very strong. 

Earthquakes In Panams. 

Washinpton, June ".—Soon alter the 
senate convened Mr. Morgan, chair- 
man of the committee on interoceanic 
canals, presented a letter from Secre- 
tary of State Hay enclosing copies of 
letters received tiy the state depart- 
ment regarding earthquakes and riots 
in tbe department of Panama. The 
letters enclosed newspaper clippings 
describing the earthquakes. The sec- 
retary of slate said that the report 
of the riots would cover 1,000 type- 
written pages, and the department 
could not furnish it within a month. 
The newspajier clippings, which w^re 
read, dtsenlied in detail the destrjc- 
tiun done by the earthquake of 1882. 
The documents were referred to the 
committee on interoceanic canals "In 
order that the committee may fleter- 
raine," said Mr Morgan, "whether it 
is necessary for the secretary of state 
to have tbe mbntl^'s work doise on the 
report of riots." A Joint resolution 
was passed anthorising tbe secretary 
of war to investigate. 

May Combine. 
LouisviHe. .June 7. — At a meeting of 
rtpresentativt Si (,f the liquor trade of 
Cincinnati and Kentucky, composing 
the National Protective association, 
which was recently revived t)y the 
distillers and wholesale liquor d/aiers 
of this state to fight the prohibition 
movement, it was decided to postpone 
any action looking to the amalgama- 
tion of the Protective association with 
the Wbolefcale Liquor Dealers assocla 
(ion, whose object is of a similar na- 
ture, until the annual meeting of the 
latter organisation In Pittsburg June 
10. If the Wholesale Liquor Dealers' 
association decides to establish a bu- 
reau of educ4tloti the funds and forces 
of the two irganizatlons will be com- 
bined' In the iBgbt against prohibitory 
legislation. 

Damage Prom Cloudburst. 

Beatrice, Neb., June 7. — Reports re* 
ceived here from Cortland, the scene 
of tbe cloudburst, indicate a more 
serious condition than first reportdd. 
A foot of wator felt tn three hours. 
The rain fell In blinding sheets, and 
for two hours it was impossible to see 
objects 60 feet away. The streets in 
tbe towns of Cortland. Prlaoeton and 
Plckrell were unable to carry away 
the immense volume of water, and 
basements of dwellings and stores 
were flooded, doing a great amount 
of damai:e. Crops in a great -many 
places are a total loss, being entirely 
washed away. Creeks and other 
streams became raging torrents, and 
a number of |j»eople on lowlands were 
compelled to remove tO plaees of 
safety. - 

A Bank Pined. 

New York. June 7.— At a meeting of 
the riearinp- House association the 
Central National bank was fined 
15.000 fbr violating the rules of the 
aSsoctatioi ' kovOminff collbotions on 
out of town teVSeks. AwldMit Lang- 
don of tbe Central National made a 
statement' to the association, the sub- 
stance of which was, that If 4be bank 
was guilty of the charge made it bad 
erred unwillingly. George P. Bakei, 
president of Uie Clearing House as- 
sociation, prOsided at the meeting, 
whioh was .argely attended.

Lexington, Ky., June 7.— Jobn H. 

Johns, an attorney of this city, re- 
turned from Jackson, Ky., whitlier he 
went to defend Thomas Cockreil, 
charged with murdering Ben Harris 
several months ago. lotfns sayS tbe 
coiirt and bar of Jackson are in ter- 
ror over threats on both sides ot ti,e 
Cockreil and Harris factions, that 
Judge Redwine refused to act on the 
application for a change of venue be- 
cause of fear of bis own life, and the 
lives of others. Two other attorneys 
were elected to preside as special 
Judge, but each refused to act for fear 
of his life. Governor Beckham has 
been appealed to, and has the matter 
und( r advisement. Johns says tbe 
county is bordering on revolution and 
bloodshed is expected. 

Dr. Browning's Bill. 
Pittsburg. June 7.— The bill of Dr, 
Walter C. Browning of Philadelphia 
for $lft0.070 for professional servlcts 
in attending State Senator Cliris I. 
.Magee, during the long illness which 
resulted in his death, came before 
Judge Over of the county orphans 
court. Th* executors had refused tf) 
pay the bill, averring that it was ex- 
orbitant. Counsel for Dr. Browning 
stated before the opening of the bear- 
ing that Dr. Browning's claim against 
the Magee estate aggregated |3r><>,0(i0. 
but he would not make [>ublic the 
ItetAs which go to make the claims. 
Attorneys for the estate say they have 
received no notice that the Claim bad 
been increased. 



Olad War la Over. 

Hamilton, Bermuda, Jiine 7. — The 
Boer otficers, who have been living in 
the prison camp, on the islands near 
here, have been allowed their liberty, 
bn parole. Several of them came to 
shore here and were interviewed. (Gen- 
erals Cronje, Wessels, Botha and oth- 
ers were extremely reticent, but they 
said they were glad the war was over 
and would oe delighted to get back 
to their homes It is understood the 
rank and file of the Boers will be al- 
lowed ashore in batches of 10. Tlie 
officers have been invited to "i.t 
home" at Government House. 

Cars Net Molested. 

Providence, June 7.— No traces of 
the disorder in this city and Pawtucket 

in eoiuHction with the streetcar strike 
was apparent when the traction com- 
pany set its cars in motion. Fully as 
many cars were sent out as on Thurs- 
day, but they were not molested. The 
company was prepared to operate 
more than half of its full capacity. 
Tbe strikers, however, maintain that 
700 men are out. The tractioj com- 
pany declare they have nearly 800 out 
uf l.L'OO men at work, the great ma- 
jority of them old employes. 

Millionaire In Police Court. 
Port Huron, Mi<-h., June 7.— Jamej 
L. Board, a millionaire of this city, 
was in tbe police court, charged with 
% misdemeanor in not obeying a sub- 
poena to appear before the state tax 
oonmisslon and give testimony as to 
his property holdings. The complaint 
was made' by A. P. Freeman, chair- 
man of the coinnii.esion. The penalty 
attached to the misdemeanor is $1,000 
fine, or two years' Imprisonment. Mr. 
Board's examination will take plf^e 
June 17.

London. June 7. — Sir Robert Oiffen, 

the former president of the statistical 
society and former chief of the statis 
tical department of the board of trade. 
4^tlfying before tbe bouse of com- 
mons cotetnlttee on steamship subsi- 
dies, said the chani^es In the position 
of the British shipping compared with 
those of other countries was due 
largely to clroumstances apart from 
subsldlzstion. There had been a d1- 
minuation of British progress, wliile 
flsewhere, especially in Germany, 
there had been a grOat advance. The 
nun)ber of American-owned ships sail- 
ing under the British flag, quite apart 
liom thope with the conilfine recently 
formed, had largely increased and was 
still increasing, and he regarded it as 
obvious that, notwithstanding tbe fact 
that the White Star line steamers 
were sailing under Ihv British (lag. the 
United States government regards 
them as being American vessels, and 
would be prepared to defend them as 
tbe property of American citizens. 

No Danger of Eruption.

Chu Aoo,June4 -The dangers to Amer- 
ican national life resulting from the love 
of eate and luxury adduced by modern 
civilization waa pointed out by Francis L.

TOMATO BLIGUL 



It Cu Be Prevrnted liy Spraying: Vinrs 
Wltk Burdeaax Mixtare. 

Last year tomato vines in thi.s section 
were seriously damaged, and the yield 
greatly leaaanad as a raault, by a fungus 
diaeasa known as hh^ht. The lower 
leavsa are first attacked. The fungus 
growth is found on the under side of the 
leaves and it causes them to dry up. 
The blight spreads graiiually until near- 
ly the whole plant is atfected. 

The editor of the Bullstin sent samples 
oi the affected leaves a year ago to Prof. 
H. Gaman, entomoloKidt and botanist 
at the Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Lexington, who replied that the leaves 
were afTected by the bli|^tt and that it 
was due to a microscopic plant parasite. 
Prof. Oornian added that the diaeaae can 
be warded off by spraying the leaves 
vrith Bordeaux mixture. This should be 
done early, before the plants are attacked.

The gravity apparatus for cooling 
Iwellings, invented by Prof. Willis L. 
Moore, Chief of the Weather Riireau, 
patents for whicli were recently secured, 
waa placed in operation for public de- 
monstration to-day. The machine looks 
like a cylinder stove, and the inventor 
says will in time come to be considered 
as essential to the comfort of a dwelling 
in summer as heating apparatus in win- 
ter. Prof. Moore says that the cost of 
cooling a given apace with hia machine 
ia approximately the aame as that of 
heating the same space by means of a 
stove or furnace. Besides this, the dif- 
feront usee to which the machine may 
he put are unlimited. He expects it to 
prove ot great value to hospitals, particu- 
larly for reducing the temperature of 
wards in which fever patients are con- 
fined and in addition to its use for cool- 
ing residences and hotels, he says it 
solves the problem of individual cold 
atorage. 

Prof. Moore's invention, in addition to 
reducing temperature, washea, cleanses 
and renders the air dry and healthful. 
Hot air, tilled with dust, is taken into 
the machine at a temperature of nearly 
100 degrsea ud expelled almost inatantly 
at a temperature of thirty degrees and 
with its relative humidity lessened by 
more than half. The machine operates, 
as its name implies, on the principles of 
gravity. That is, it makes use of the dif- 
ference in weight between air at a high 
and at a low temperature. It ia, more- 
over, automatic. It requires no motive 
I)ower, and is self-adjusting. When the 
weather is very hot the machine works 
faster than when it Is only moderately 
warm, and when the weather ia temper- 
ate, the machine ceases ita operations 
altogether. It Is neoassary to change 
the machine only once a day, preferably 
in the morning, and it will then automa- 
tically keep the dwelUnff in which it ia 
placed at a cool, even temperature. 

The Gravity Cooler will, like stoves, be 
manufactured in all si/es from a small af- 
fair correaponding to a stove designed to 
heat one room, to an Immenae cylinder, 



corresponding to a dry heat furnace and 
capable of eflectnally and quickly cooling 
every part of a large dwelling. Prof. 
Moore only recently secured bis patents 
and yesterday was the first day the ma- 
chine baa been in operation at the 
Weather Bureau.
